The pro- 
ceedings were characterized by a 

spirit of harmony that sugars well 

Mm! is in line with the suggestion of 
the State Spiritual Director, the Right 
Rev. Ilishop Maes. The convention 
was cabled to order by County Presi- 
dent Thomas Qulnn, Who reviewed 
the work of the past two years and 
pronounced the board the most ener- 
getic and successful in the history of 
Jefferson county, and in closing he 
thanked his colleagues for their sup- 
port anil asked the same for his suc- 
cessor. Upon motion the Presidents 
of the four divisions were named as 
a Commit t c on Credentials, who re- 
ported each division entitled to and 
represented by five delegates. Presi- 
dent Qntnfl then appointed the fol- 
lowing committees, after which a 
short recess was taken that they 
might prepare reports upon the res- 
olutions and other questions pre- 
sented:

<ui Bales was the first to report, and 
its recommendation that 1 ho rules of 
the last convention be ndopted was 
concurred in. 

The Financial CoaUaittS reported 
that the books of the Financial Sec- 
retary and Treasurer were found to 
balance and to have been well kept. 
Receipts amounted to $1,411 and ex- 
penditures to sM.UT-t. 

Hut few e-hnnges were recommend- 
ed by the Law Committee. They re- 
lated to the offices of Financial Sec- 
retary and Treasurer and were con- 
curred in.

Thai we favor the organi- 
zation of a military company in Jef- 
ferson county during the ensuing 
two years, us we believe this would 
be the means of greatly increasing 

our membership; 

Resolved. That we further re -com- 
mend the formation of Hibernian so- 
cial clubs wherever possible a* the 
means of providing proper enterinin- 
mcnt for our young members. 

Uesolved. That the County Secre- 
tary be instructed to write a lelter 
of thnnks to our Paris brother*, 
thanking them for the magnificent 
manner in which they entertained 
the delegates from the various sec- 
tions upon the occasion, of their re- 
cent visit to that city. 

That our worthv State 
Chaplain, Right' Rev. Bishop Maes, be 
tendered a letter of thanks f ir his 
presence and his 'kind and encour- 
aging words at the State convention. 

Resolved. That a letter of thanks 
be extended to ReV, Father Cusue-k. 
of Paris, for his kind treatment and 
consideration of our oririwiiz.ation.

Impressive Ceremonies at 
Solemn Removal Next 
Month, 



The details of the solemn transla- 
tion of the remains of the late Pope 
from tae Church of Saint Peter's to 
the Hasilica of Snint John ut the 
Lnternn have just been arranged by 
the Vatican authorities with the 
Italian officials. All the Catholic so- 
cieties of Rome and all the colleges, 
seminaries and religious orders will 
send representatives to the ceremony. 
The procession will start at night 
from the Yatiean and march four 
miles to the Church of St. John. 
Every One taking part in the cere- 
mony will e-nrry n lighted torch, and 
a magnificent hearse', drawn by four 
white horses, will carry the coffin 
containing the remains of Leo XIII. 
to their permanent resting place. 

Cardinal liampolln. as Archpriest 

of the Vatican Besilioe, will make 

the formal transfer of the remains 
to Cardinal Satolli. Archpriest of 
tlie Lateran, and the parish priest of 
St. Peter's will join in the last snd 
rites with the parish priest e>f St. 
John's. 

The route of tlie proe-ession will be 
entirely line'd with troops and police 
to prevent a repitition of the at- 
tempted outrage on the e>ccasion 
when the body of Pope Pius IX. was 

transferred to the church of St. 

Lorenao some years ago. 

The transfer is to take place before 
the end of October. On the night 

appointed for the oeremony nil the 

canons of St. Peter's and St. John's 
will assemble in the Vatican Hasilica. 
where the Denn of the Suered Col- 
lege. Cardinal Orcglia. will have the 
coffin removed freim its temporary 
tomb and will make a formal identi- 
fication of the remains, which will 
be witnessed by the Papal notaries.

She had served 
only one term but had thoroughly 
familiarized herself with the work of 
the order. Addressing the ladies she 

said: 

"De-nr sisters, it gives me great 
pleasure le> be with you and to ad- 
dress vein in so noble a cause as the 
Ladies' Auxiliary of the Anci.-nt Or- 
der of Hibernians. Hut I feel my in- 
ability to do justice in giving you a 
brief account of the organizat ion we 

represent— the objee-t of this society, 

its benefits and the reason we lire 
assembled in the city of I'aris today. 
If I were relati'd to the famous ora- 
tor. Bourkc roth ma i I might have in- 
herited the gift of eloquence, Hut 
as I am only an ordinary Irish girl, 
with very few accomplishments. I 
will do tin- best 1 can to explain the 
weirk of our order for the benefit 
of those who elo not understand. The 
Ladies' Auxiliary of Ancient Order 

Hibernians of Kentucky was organis- 
ed by State President Thomas 
K eenn n , Patrick Sullivan. Will Mo- 
han. George ButtCf and others, about 
three years ago. He thought that if a 

society of Irish men e Id and had 

done SO much gooel. a society of Irish 
women would do better, and he lias 
spared neither time, labor nor ex- 
pense to elevate our auxiliary. The 

object of the Ancient order of Hi- 
bernians iii dear old Ireland long 
ngo was to protect the church und 
the priest. And in this glorious lund 
of the free the>y still give their ef- 
forts to the same noble cause, und 
also have- turned their attention to 
the next thing very dear to the 
hearts of Our Lorel and His Mother, 
to assist the-ir suffering members, 
the sii-k. when they can not help 
themselves.

At the recent (irnnd Council of the 
Young Men's Institute, held nt 
Frankfort, Rev. William H. Ryun, of 

Winchester, Grand Chaplain ol the 

Kentucky jurisdiction, presented a 
forceful and timely address, in which 
he suys many tilings that should re- 
e-eive- careful consideration. His 
words of advice apply to all Catholic 
young men and we recommend them 
to our readers: 

"As a Grand Officer of this juris- 
diction it is my pleasure tO send you 
a few words of greeting and advice. 
Nothing has he-en brought to my at- 
tention as Grand Chaplain during 
the pnst year, and hence I must con- 
clude all is well. When elected as 
your Grand Chaplain 1 was unable 
to be present on account of e-ircum- 
Stanees beyond BUT control. However, 
though this office was unsought, I 
thank you for the honor conferred. 
1 have for years labored in the ranks 
nnd among the leaders of this or- 
ganization and ever felt it a plcas- 
ant duty to promote the- Interest of 

the Young Men's Institute, because 
thereby I have promoted the interest 
of Mother Church, Other organiza- 
tions existed before the entrance of 
the Young Men's Institute' upon the 
stage- of life, and others have risen 
since that time, but to their invita- 
tion to become a member 1 ha\e 
turned a deaf ear. and my lovalty 
clings and will ever cling to the 
grand old Young Men's Institute. I 
have been a true friend anel devoted 

member of this order beesnss your 

chief aim is in the uplifting of our 

young men and espec ia lly those who 
daily toil for their living, and who 
Unfortunately were called from 
schoed at a tender age to assist in 
ting their families.

"Permit me. us your spiritual ad- 
viser, to offer you a few words of ad- 
vice thnt will enable you to become 
better members of your e.rder unel 
more devoted e-hilelren of the chure-h. 
Ever remember the better Cutholic 
you are the better Y. M. I. you will 
lie. Your investigating committee 
should be careful nbenit ree-oniniend- 
ing oendldatOS for membership in 
your council nnd only after the-y 
have found they lire practical mem 
bers of the Cutholic church. What 
we nee-el to make us a healthy, vig- 
orous organization is not quantity 
but quality. My motto is, "Give our 
young men a chance," but let them 
prove themselves worthy e»f becom- 
ing members by complying with tin' 

rules of Mother Church. We are 
not a reformatory, anel yet we are 
ever ready to extend a helping hand 
to those who need assistance. 

"He ut nil times practical Catholics, 
Yon should be found in attendance 
at the sacrifice e>f the mass on Sun- 
days and holy days of obligation: 
giv. your mite toward support of 
ehureh by renting a pe-w. and con- 
tribute townrel the support of the 
■Shoot. Always be em yemr guard 
lest you give bnd example. Those 
who lire not members of our order 
expect more of you be-cuuse you lire 
u Y. M. I. nnd they are ever reuely 
to point the finger e»f sce.rn nt you 
for the least niisbi'luivior. A gre-ut 
denJ of hiirm cun be done by the 
bnd exiimple of one member nnd 
much disgrace brought on the 
church. , 

"He loyal to the Peipe, Hishops nnd 
priests of the church. Consult your 
pastor und chaplain in all your un- 
dertakings. Do not let your social 
uffnirs conflict with church nffairs. 
You must be a help to the pricsf 
If he does not approve your organiza- 
tion, do not antagonize him, for 
such e-oneluct will bring ruin to your 
council. Obey the rules of your 
diocese lniel eleiwn for the regulation 
of social affairs. Cultivate a spirit 
of charity. Make it your duty during 
the yenr to help the poor. Each 
year' a collection is taken up # or the 
education of young men to the priest- 
hooel. If yeiur council contributes 
as a body towarel this laudable ob- 
ject yon will prove te> the ecclesi- 
astical authorities your interest in 
e-hurch nfnirs und thereby guin their 
gooel will. 

"There is erne matter I desire es- 
pee-ially to call to your attention, 
viz: "The ne>n-Catholic missionnrv 
movement." The giving of missions 
to non-Catholics is occupying the 
minds of Catholic Amerie-ans todav. 
Through it many are brought into 
the folel of the one true church and 
the barriers of prejudice are bdng 
broken down. Yon can assist in Inis 
gooel w rk by contributing a sum 
for tlie | urchase of literature to be 
distribute.. e>r by paying the ex- 
penses of a non-Catholic mission. 
These missionaries ask nothing for 



their labor and your only expense 
would be to furnish a hall, or as- 
sist tlie pastor in pnying for fuel 
and light if held in church. For in- 
stance, if a Don-Catholic mission 
wns held in Louisville your e-ouneils 
could Combine together in giving it 
If given in a e-hurch yem e-e»uld see-ure 
one centmUy located, or if you pre 
fer let each Council give ii non-Cntho 
lie- mission in its parish e-hurch. Hear 
in mind that through it ignornnc 
will be dispeUed nnd by convert 
made you will bring (iod's blessing 
upon your oreler.

IRISH MUSIC 



Dates From Fifth Cenlury and 
But Few Songs Were 
Written. 



That Irish literature is the source 
of much of the literature of England 
and America, and that many of the 
plots of the stories of both nations 
were taken from Irish folklore, was 
the declaration of Prof. Thomas Tay- 
lor Drill at a lunchi'on of the- Irish 
Fellowship Club at Chicago last Sat- 
urday. Prof. Drill recently returned 
from a visit to Ireland, where he was 
sent by the Irish Choral Soeie-ty of 

Chicago, to begin a movement for 
the revival of the music nnd folk- 
lore of Ireland. He is the musical 
director of the society. 

" 'Kip Van Winkle.' is a steal from 
an Irish legend," said Prof. Drill. 
"There lire innumerable stories in 
Ireland of the- long sleeps of heroes 
and the-ir nib cut ur.-s on awakening. 
At Killarney a man fell asleep and 

slept 900 yean. The peasants still 

show the marks in the riK'k worn by 
his arms and hips." 

Much of Prof. Drill's address was 
given to urging the importance of 
finding fit musical expression for the 

mass of untranslated ami little 

known songs and le-gends of the 
island. He characterize'd the move- 
ment of the Choral Society as "the 
greatest musical movement cwr 
known." 

"Ireland had battle' hymns, 
marches, folk songs, ami ehantn In 
the fifth century." he said. "The 
people were the first to employ har- 
mony and counterpoint. Bngland 

had little or nothing in the form of 
musical expression until the fifteenth 
century. Tin music of Ireland helped 
the nation more than anything else 
in its wars, and to conquer the peo- 
ple England had to enact a law 
against the making and singing of 
songs. There are known to be at least 
1.400 songs in Irelanel. and of these 
the music of only :J<10 has been writ- 
ten. In spite of this, in its present 
condition Ireland is not a land of 
song. The musii'iil and literary devel- 
opment of the country has been 

checked and thwarted, and it is only 

bv help from America, thnt the Irish 
Can bring the music of their country 
to its true greatness."
